can you guess? 

It’s gone down in horror history that their 
first DRACULA film was their best, absolutely. 
They’ve never topped it, according to most 
Hammer enthusiasts. The Hammer hit the nail 
on the head on that particular production! 

Well, I agree— somewhat. That film is a class- 
ic. It’s hard to beat. Everything about it just 
clicked. It’s practically perfect, and I love it. 

But it’s not their feesf! 

When people make such a fuss over one thing 
(in this instance, HORROR OF DRACULA), it 
tends to throw a shadow over anything that 
follows. 

For instance, the Dracula films that followed 
the first are usually dismissed with a wave of 
the hand, because they’re “not up to the stan- 
dards of HORROR OF DRACULA.’’ People 
tend to compare the sequels with the original 
but each film should be reviewed & analyzed on 
its own merits (and faults); they are well made 
& entertaining films but they are overshadowed 


by their forerunner. Just because something is 
first doesn’t make it the best! 

But most persons just won’t relent; “HOR- 
ROR OF DRACULA is their best and that’s 
that!” 

But supposing HORROR OF DRACULA had 
never been made? If the Dracula series had be- 
gun with, say, THE BRIDES OF DRACULA? 
What would be your choice then? 

Well, I’ve made my choice and nobody (ex- 
cept Hammer, if they ever top it— and they very 
well may) is going to sway me from my decision! 
So... 

can you bear it? 

Bear with me while I show you whv TASTE 
THE BLOOD OF DRACULA is Hammer’s 
crowning achievement! 

Need I delve into the plot? Well, just in case 
yoVihaven't seen it . . . 

Lord Courtley (RALPH BATES), depraved 
scion of an aristocratic British family and a se- 




cret disciple of Count Dracula (CHRISTO- 
PHER LEE), desperately seeks 3 priceless 
items: 

A black cloak. 

A ring. 

And a phial of red dust— the effects of the 
dreaded vampire. 

Penniless, ne induces 3 men to purchase them. 

The men— William Hargood (GEOFFREY 
KEEN), Samuel Paxton (PETER SALLIS) & 
Jonathon Seeker (JOHN CARSON)— communi- 
ty pillars, eagerly agree when they learn Cour- 
tiey can accommodate their secret desires. The 3 
relics bought, they join Courtley in a desecrated 
Church to begin the resurrection ceremony. 
Madness overtakes the men and they kill 
Courtley. 

a vampire’s vengeance 

Courtley’s blood, which turns the red powder 
to liquid, revives Dracula, who swears ven- 

t eance on the 3 killers of his disciple. They must 
ie by the hands of their children— Alice Har- 
good (LINDA HAYDEN), Lucy Paxton (ISLA 
BLAIR), Paul Paxton (ANTHONY CORLAN) 
& Jeremy Seeker (MARTIN JARVIS). 
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Soon, Dracula has Alice mesmerized under his 
Satanic power. Alice then lures Lucy to the vam- 
pire’s bite, and, thru Lucy, Jeremy falls victim. 
Only Paul remains untainted. 

Resentful of his daughter’s love for Paul, Har- 
good one night pursues Alice. But, filled with 
hate for her mther and the evil influence of Drac- 
ula, she murders him. Paxton & Seeker, terror- 
ized by the mysterious killing, return to the 
chapel to make sure Courtley is dead. There, 
Lucy kills Paxton with a stake thru his heart. 
Later, at home, Jeremy stabs his father. Seeker, 
to death. 

Luev's usefulness to the vampire now ended, 
Dracula kills her. Alice is to be next. Paul, how- 
ever, armed with a cross, goes to the chapel to 
save Alice by exorcising the evil spirit of 
Dracula, 

In a fearsome struggle between Paul, Dracula 
and the Power of Goodness, the final horror ex- 
plodes, leaving on the chapel floor all that re- 
mains of the terror— the cloak, the ring . . . and 
the dark red powder. 

taste treat 

What makes TASTE THE BLOOD OF 
DRACULA Hammer's finest production? 

This 4th film in Hammer's Dracula series (not 
counting BRIDES OF DRACULA), released in 
1970, contained some of the most marvelous 
sets ever constructed by Hammer. Witness the 
London slum street scenes with its denizens, the 
gaily-colored ladies, the beggars & ragged little 
orphan children looking for handouts, all 
shrouded in a deep blue haze that drifts thru the 
place; this is the district the 3 men go to fulfill 
their secret pleasures. 

Witness also the dreary, desecrated church in 
which Dracula is resurrected: as Paul, at the 
film’s climax, gazes up at the ruin from the 
decaying atone steps, it is hard to imagine that 
this onetime house of worship has fallen to such 
a damnable state but Hammer gives the setting 
a decidely uncomfortable look. Here is a church 
that has, since its construction, housed so many 
vile evils (we assume) that no one dares ap- 
proach it— no one except the most depraved 
men who stagger, drunken with the mad power 
of Satan, over its fearful stone steps, searching 
for new avenues of unholy pleasure. The church 
leers down menacingly at Paul, daring him to en- 
ter into its untold horrors. Even the cross on the 
steeple seems to defy its god-like si^ificance 
and only by a miracle does the spirit or Holiness 
enter the church at the film’s conclusion. 

The on-location forest scenes are photo- 
graphed with a true sense of composition, as in- 
deed much of the picture is. Each frame is a mas- 
terpiece of visual excitement, pleasing to the eye 
& mood-provoking to the mind, and this is Ham- 
mer’s only film which is constant in its photo- 
CTaphic excellence. We can thank Arthur Grant 
for his beautiful camera-work and art director 
Scott MacGregor for the atmospheric sets.

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And this is the theme of the movie thruout: 
Dracula’s revenge; to murder the 3 men who 
killed his disciple (Lord Courtley) by letting the 
children of the men become the instruments of 
their fathers’ deaths. Dracula becomes the new 
father figure— but this is implied rather than 
stated outright in the film. One has only to look 
for it to see the image is there. Dracula the 
father, Dracula the lover. Only Paul, played by 
Anthony Corlan, survives Dracula’s will and 
rescues Alice, his betrothed, from the mental 
grip of the vampire. Yet, in this, the strongest of 
the Dracula films, even hero Paul is unable to 
kill the vampire Idng. It takes the intervening 
hand of God to effect his demise; Paul is only an 
obstructing force, which of course Dracula could 
dispose of effortlessly. 

macabre obsession 

Enter Ralph Bates in the role of Lord Court- 
ley. It is Courtley who is obsessed with bringing 
back the master of Death, Count Dracula. Bates 
overplays the role, bringing to life a character 
that will do anything to revive the vampire. 
Ironically, it is only thru Courtley’s death that 
Dracula can be resurrected. (Here the film be- 
comes a bit paradoxical. How can Courtley hope 
to be rewarded by Dracula if he must die to 
bring the Count back? Stranger still is Dracula’s 
reaction to the situation; he pledges to avenge 
his servant’s death by killing the men who mur- 
dered him. How can this be? If Courtley had not 
died, Dracula would not live. Is Dracula saying 
that he did not want to be revived? The Count 
speaks of the men that murdered Courtley; does 
he mean murdered in the sense that the trio ef- 
fected the disciple’s death thru their gifts of 
money which subsequently enabled Courtley to 
purchase the items required for the resurrection 
ceremony? If Courtley had not obtained the 
money, the ritual would not have been per- 
formed; Courtley would not have died; Dracula 
would not live. Perhaps Dracula’s revenge mo- 
tive stems from the fact that it is more thru the 
fathers’ meddling than Courtley’s obsession 
that the vampire was brought back to his damn- 
able existence. ) 

The musical score by James Bernard displays 
the typical Hammer Dracula theme originated 
in HORROR OF DRACULA, reworked into a 
new piece. This piece is, in fact, Mr. Bernard’s 
favorite Dracula score. 

Dracula’s revival is the most original yet con- 
ceived by Hammer’s scriptwriters; even if it is a 
bit paradoxical it is undoubtedly a masterpiece 
of special effects work. 

resurrection of evil 

When the film opens we see Weller, a junk 
dealer/curio shop owner stumbling thru the for- 
est in the vicinity of Dracula’s castle. Soon an 
inhuman shriek pierces the night and Weller fin-

ds Count Dracula impaled on a giant cross in a 
valley, reaching out to him for iielp. This is a 
masterful intercutting of scenes from the finale 
of DRACULA HAS RISEN FROM THE 
GRAVE and it blends smoothly. Weller grabs 
up the cloak, ring and handfuls of Dracula’s 
blood, which has turned to red dust, and carries 
them off with him (he eventually winds up back 
home in London). These are the 3 items Courtley 
purchases (with the fathers' money) to resurrect 
Dracula. 

The introduction does 2 things: it explains 
how Dracula’s cloak, ring & blood were saved 
from oblivion and also places Dracula in the 
London setting quite naturally. (The action in 
the novel by Stoker takes place mostly in Lon- 
don, so this act captures a lot of the flavor of the 
original story; in most of Hammer’s Dracula 
films Lee remains in the nearby vicinity of the 
Carpathians, which Hammer refers to as Carls- 
bad.) 

Later, when Courtley obtains the dust, cloak 
& ring from Weller, the resurrection ritual en- 
sues at the desecrated church. Courtley now 
wears the cloak & ring and pours quantities of 
the repulsive dust into goblets, from which the 3 


men are bidden to drink. Courtley slashes his 
hand with a dagger and mixes his blood with 
Dracula’s. The mixture produces a thick, swell- 
ing red ooze, obviously the revitalized blood of 
Dracula. The 3 men refuse to drink: “You 
drink!” they scream. “You drink the filth!” 
And, smiling, Courtley raises his huge goblet 
and drinks. A strange pallor overtakes him; he 
screams violently, falls to the floor, retching the 
foul mixture from his stomach. ’The trio, 
thinking he has gone insane, beat him with their 
canes and leave him for dead. 

the vampire’s revivication 

Then later— in a supreme sequence of master- 
ful special effects— Dracula is revived. Courtly 
lies dead on the church floor and slowly a pound- 
ing heartbeat is heard, thumping in the dis- 
tance. A tremendous gust of wind blows thru 
the evil place, accompanied by obligatory thun- 
der & lightening. The wind carries centuries of 
dust & dirt from the floor & walls and miracu- 
lously the body of Courtley— still wearing the 
cloak & ring— is covered with the filth complete- 
ly. A lightening bolt illuminates the walls and 
we see that the dust has hardened about Court- 
ley’s body. It begins to crack, open up, and un- 
derneath lies— Dracula! His eyes open, solid red 
with the lusting fires of revenge burning wi thin , 
urging him to begin anew his reign of terror! 

Whew! 

. . . and desiccation 

Dracula’s decomposition on the altar at the 
film’s end is another fine bit of effects work. It is 
a snail-paced series of dissolves as Dracula slow- 
ly loses solidity, exposing the layers of tissue; 
flesh, muscles, organs & bone one by one appear 
& evaporate, leaving only the red dust, the cloak 
& the ring. It is the first decomposition scene of 
any real value since the studio’s earlier HOR- 
ROR OF DRACULA. (Incidentally, the always 
economic-minded Hammer Studio used this 
same scene— in reverse— for Dracula’s resurrec- 
tion at the beginning of SCARS OF DRACULA. 
Neither version, however, approaches the 
amazing disintegration at the end of THE 
SATANIC RITES OF DRACULA, in which the 
vampire literally falls apart. ) 

Dracula’s appearances in TASTE are, as 
usual, minimal, but the whole picture is satu- 
rated with his offscreen dominance of the char- 
acters & events; hence, one feels he is always 
there, even if hiding in the shadows, command- 
ing attention, respect & ultimately devotion 
from all who dare approach him. It certainly is 
the most powerful Dracula film and the most 
visual ever lensed. 

dracula’s director 

We come now to the director of this potent ex- 
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ercise in screen horror, Peter Sasdy. Mr, Sasdy 
had previously directed a number of television 
shows and TASTE THE BLOOD OF DRACU- 
LA marked his debut in motion pictures. Sasdy 
knew from the start what he wanted to ac- 
complish with the newest Dracula effort Ham- 
mer had offered him: “I wanted to make the 
best Dracula picture ever,” he told a publicist. 
'T’ve nothing against the previous ones but to 
want to do better is the natural progression of 
things.” 

Sasdy has a true sense for the Gothic horror 
film This film, more than any other Dracula se- 
quel, bears the mood of Stoker’s original novel 
as no other has: it is a frightfully visual tale of 
terror that spins a web of disquiet around the 
viewer, pulling him & her ever deeper into the 
hellish domain of Count Dracula. Now I’m not 
saying that the plots of TASTE THE BLOOD 
OF DRACULA and the original book by Bram 
Stoker are similar, because they’re not, except 
in the fact that Dracula is finally brought to the 
London scene. Rather, Sasdy provokes the 
mood of the original novel more than any other 
director who has worked on the series has (Ter- 
ence Fisher, DRACULA PRINCE OF DARK- 


NESS; Freddie Francis, DRACULA HAS 
RISEN FROM THE GRAVE; Roy Ward 
Baker, SCARS OF DRACULA; Alan Gibson, 
DRACULA A.D. 1972 and SATANIC RITES 
OF DRACULA). Here Dracula is a catalyst, in- 
vading the Victorian family, tearing away its 
false front of absurd fastidiousness and 
revealing the corruption (in the form of the 3 
fathers) that lurks beneath. The children regard 
the evil Count as a new father figure, one 
that— seemingly— is both protector & provider 
but who ultimately shows his true colors, just as 
the fathers have done. 

an acquired taste 

TASTE THE BLOOD OF DRACULA is a 
complex film, even if misunderstood by most 
veiwers (and practically all critics). It takes a 
number of viewings to absorb all its content so 
don’t dismiss it as “merely another Dracula 
film”. Rather, examine it nextime as a fright 
film unrelated to any other. Forget HORROR 
OF DRACULA for an hour & a half and spend 
the time watching rather than comparing. 

You’ll find it a rewarding experience!

been in a motion picture who knew somewhere 
along the line, while they were doing it, that it 
was going to be special. Now, Mark, you’re a 
good guy in this one but always on TV you’re 
cast as the bad guy.” 

MARK: “It started out that way. They wanted 
a character who looked innocent and would be 
the last person emybody suspected to be the bad 
character and I just started on a role. I got junk- 
ies & snipers & killers & murderers. The name of 
the game is just to work. 

“We were cast as an ensemble in STAR 
WARS. 1 mean, they had another set of 3 actors 
and if they had gone another way none of us 
would be here. They weren’t mixing & matching; 
it wasn’t Carrie & 2 other men.” 

HARRISON: “It was like that from the begin- 
ning.

ON TV TIME 


by Ronald N. Waite 


A S SURE as my name is Boris Karloff, this is 
a THRILLER!”Those words, spoken by the 
King himself, opened the weeldy TV series 
Thriller during the 1960 thru 1962 TV season. 
Most people, when thinking of Karloff & TV, re- 
late to that show. He was the host & many times 
a performer in the hour-long dramas. 

What may not be known to most people, espe- 
cially the younger FM readers, is that Karloff 
had been on the tube since 1949. And, surprising 
tho it may seem, he lent his talents to game 
shows, variety shows, commercials and even 
song & dance routines! While Karloff is regard- 
ed as the King of Movie Terror ( he made over 80 
films for the silver screen), his TV credits span 
some 19 years & over 130 appearances! 

boris begins 

Boris Karloff made his TV debut in 1949 on a 
show called Chevrolet on Broadway, a live, 
weekly dramatic series. That same year he was 
given his own show titled STARRING BORIS 
KARLOFF. As in the Thriller shows, he hosted 
and often performed in these mystery presenta- 
tions. There were 13 stories in the series, includ- 
irm "The Mask”, “The Devil Takes A Bride”, 
“False Face” & others. 

fright in the 50s

During 1950 he was quite active on the video

screen. On September 3 of that year he starred 
in "Uncle Vanya’’ on Masteroiece Playhouse. A 
more popular show, LIGHTS OUT, featured 
Karlon in "The Leopard Lady”. 

As a change of pace, Karloff appeared in a 
special Halloween slietch on the Paul Whiteman 
Revue (29 Oct. 1950). This was his first appear- 
ance on a variety show. It must have been suc- 
cessful as he next turned ^ on Texaco Star 
Theater with Milton Berle. Tnis was on 9 Oct. 
1951. During that year he was in Bother shows. 

With the new year 1952, TV was showing 
more & more dramas. Columbia Workshop gave 
him a starring role in "Don Quixote”. The super- 
natural series, TALES OF TOMORROW, used 
his terror talents in a segment titled "Memento” 
on its Feb. 22 show. There were 5 other guest 
spots that year including another appearance on 
tne Milton Berle Show (April 29). 

The year was 1953 and Karloff saw 6 more TV 
shows. The series SUSPENSE, based on the old 
radio shows of the same name, had Boris as the 
star in "The Black Prophet” in which he played 
Rasputin, the Mad Monk. 

There were only 3 guest shots for the King in 
1954. That was because of a 26-week series 
filmed in England called Col. March of Scotland 
Yard. Karloff had the lead. 

familiar face in “old lace” 

The Best of Broadway aired a classic show on 
5 Jan. 1955 titled “Arsenic & Old Lace”. Karloff 

E layed the part of Jonathan Brewster. Peter 
orre was also in the cast. And then it happened 
. . . KARLOFF SANG! 'This memorable show 
was seen & heard Feb. 19 of that year. It hap- 
pened on the Donald O'Connor Show when Boris 
sang apair of English pub songs titled “Human 
Thing "ro Do” & ‘^rry & Erbert”. 

While most actors go thru their careers doing 
just one thing or the other, Karloff showed how 
creative & talented he really was. Television, in 
its Golden Years, used such talent to the fullest, 
and the public was surprised & delighted to see 
it. 12 March 1955 was another landmark in 
Karloff's TV career. Appearing on the Max Lieb- 
man Presents show he had the starring role in 
the musical "A Connecticut Yankee In King 
Arthur’s Court”. He played the King and sang 
( ! ) "Knight’s Refrain'* & “You Always Love The 
Same Girl”. Shortly thereafter he returned to 
drama with Tony (Psycho) Perkins on the GE 
Theater. 

the 8ixty*fear thousand $ question 

The year was 1956. FM was 2 years away 
from being born. George Pal’s CONQUEST OF 
SPACE was a year old. And Karloff had a busy 
& varied year! Ernie Kovacs, madcap comic of 
the 50s & early 60s, had Karloff on his Aug. 13 
show while that fall he was with Red Skelton in a 
comedy sketch. Then, what few people remem- 
ber today, Karloff used his knowledge of

children’s stories and won $16,000 on the TV 
game show, THE $64,000 QUESTION! 

With 1957 rushing in, it was back to singing 
on the Rosemary Clooney Show, then on to 
drama with Basil Rathbone in “The Lark” on 
the Hallmark Hall of Fame. 

TV is known for some memorable moments. 
The classic shows like Twilight Zone, Thriller, 
the Moon Landing in 1969. And 2 very, very 
special moments for me. The first was on the 
April 28 Kate Smith Special Karloff sang “Sep- 
tember Song’ ' ( made popular by Walter Huston, 
Jimmy Durante & Frank Sinatra). It was a 
moving experience and one I shall never forget. 
The other will be discussed later on. 

With May and the Dinah Shore Show, Karloff 
got to conduct the All-Ghoul Orchestra and sing 
an off-beat song called “Mama Look a’ Boo 
Boo”. During October he returned for a special 
Halloween show. 

Shirley Temple's Storybook presented weekly 
musical adaptations of classic fairytales. In 
1968 Karloff narrated “The Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow". There were other shows that year in 
which he appeared but the most important was 
one that absolutely delighted him. 

lucky 13 

Ralph Edwards was the host of a successful 
show caUed THIS IS YOUR LIFE. Each week 
he would surprise some famous person and 
reUve their past, bringing on special guests & 
long-lost friends & relatives. On Nov. 13 Karloff 
was honored with such a show. 

The Gale Storm Show was as popular as I 
Love Lucy in those days. But Karloff didn’t ap- 
pear on Lucy. He did turn im on Gale Storm in a 
show called “It’s Murder, My Dear”. There were 
other shows & dramas that year. 

With 1960 Karloff was seen in 2 plays & a 
variety show before he began the famous 
THRILLER series. There were 66 shows 
altogether [ ! ) and Karloff appeared in 6 of them. 
They were all excellent, of course, but the best 
(and one of TV's classic efforts) was one titled 
“The Incredible Doktor Markesan”. No, that’s 
not a typo. Doktor was spelled that way. Boris 
played Konrad Markesan in this eerie & suspen- 
seful program. Indeed an hour of chills. 

final frankenstein 

While hosting.66 Thrillers and starring in 6 of 
them, he also played in a British sci-fi show 
called OUT OF THIS WORLD (1962), a 
Hallmark Hall of Fame, a variety special, a 
drama on Theater 62 and the all-time classic 
Route 66 Special, “Lizard’s Leg & Owlet’s 
Wing” with Lon Chaney Jr. & Peter Lorre, in 
whicn for the lastime he played Frankenstein. 

With so many shows behind’ him and the 
years passing by, Karloff slowed up a bit. As the 
1963 season began he was only seen in 2 shows. 
During 1964 it was just one. With 1965 only 2. 


but Karloff caught him! 
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Then in 1966 it was magic again. First there 
was a guest shot on Wild Wild West with Bill 
Conrad. Karloff played the evil Singh. Unlikely 
as it may seem, he next appeared as an old lady 
in "The Mother Muffin Affair” episode of the 
GIRL FROM U.N.C.L.E. With the Christmas 
season, Karloff narrated a very special cartoon, 
Dr. Seuss’ HOW THE GRINCH STOLE 
CHRISTMAS. 

During 1967 there was but one role, that of 
Don Ernesto Silvando on the / Spy series with 
Bob Culp & Bill Cosby. 

halloween treat 

Sadly, 1968 was to be his last season. He 
made it one to remember. On the Red Skelton 
Show of Sept. 24, he played with Vincent Price 
in a mad scientist routine. Then, a memorable 
event: Vincent & Boris sang a duet! Next was 
The Jonathan Winters Show. As I mentioned 
before, there were 2 special shows for me. This 


was the second one. Boris played a mad scientist 
in a Halloween bit and later he sat on a stool, 
center stage, and sang the sad, chilling song, “It 
Was A Very Good Year.” He put so much into 
it, with the words so carefully spoken, you could 
sense his feelings coming thru and you could feel 
the emotion well up inside. 

the end of the game 

Then, his final curtain. Playing with Gene 
Barry (War of the Worlds) he starred in The 
Name of the Game on 29 Nov. 1968. It was to be 
his last TV performance. In a wheelchair playing 
someone called Orlov, he still came thru as the 
King. About 8 weeks later he passed away. 

Looking back on his fabulous career with over 
200 movies & TV shows, his fondest wish came 
true. He often said, "As long as they want me. 
I'd like to work till the end.” And Ke did just 
that, giving us many, many years of out- 
standing performances & fond memories. 
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As sure as his name was Boris Karioff, he was terrorvi- 
Sion’S master Tftritter. Fmb, dihc iwiraa

Barry Atwater Dies 

DEATH of a 
VAMPIRE 



Kirk “Superman” Alyn being inducted into the 
Count Dracula Society with the late Barry At- 
water, Vampire Extraordinaire. Kirk told FM: 
“Barry was a very Intelligent, well-educated, phil- 
osophical Individual and a real gentlemen.” Your 
Editor says Amen to that. 

A nother lovely man has gone to his re- 
ward. Dead 24 May 1978. a scant 8 days after 
his 60th birthday. Cancer of the throat. Iron- 
ically it was his terrifying performance as the 
Vampire of Las Vegas in the TV thriller The 
Night Stalker that grabbed us all by the throats 
and shook us up. He had previously played 
heavies in hundreds of motion pictures begin- 
ning in 1956 with THE RACK. THE SCARLET 
HOUR and NIGHTMARE but it will probably be 
for the one fantastic performance in The Night 
Stalker that he will be best remembered. 

After his sensational success in the latter he 
was inducted into the Count Dracula Society 
and gave a solo performance as another unfor- 
gettable vampire in the famous HorroRitual 
theatrical short subject created to publicize 
what was then Christopher Lee’s latest DRAC- 
ULA film and to publicize the Dracula Society. 

Walt Daugherty, FM’s photographer, upon 
being informed of Barry’s death said: “1 ad- 
mired Barry Atwater as a more-than-substantial 
supporting actor in his gothic & science fiction 
roles but his portrayals in other non-gothic roles 
also attracted me strongly. I have in the past en- 
joyed my several chats with him but as so often 
happens I find myself remembering a person for 
a particularly-outstanding incident. The case of 


Barry Atwater is no different. I recall, as I have 
on many, many occasions, a very fine paper he 
prepared for the Count Dracula Society. It cov- 
ered the history of blood as used in actual ritual 
& folklore thru the ages. It was so well-prepared 
& researched that it could have passed for a 
thesis if expanded. It was magnificent.” 

As I write these words I have just come from a 
4-day gathering of fantasy fans in the futuristic 
Bonaventure Hotel in downtown Los Angeles 
(over 2000 attended the Phantasmicon) and I 
took the occasion, while on a panel of 5 extolling 
the virtue of Christopher Lee, to break the sad 
news to the assemblage that we had just lost 
Barry Atwater. 

Dr. Donald Reed, creator of the Count Drac- 
ula Society, then spoke movingly about Barry 
and later during the day. while conversing with 
Walter Koenig (Chekhov of Star Trek), he men- 
tioned to me how he had acted in a stage play 
with Barry called, 1 believe, “A Company of 
Angels”. 

He is probably in the company of angels now. 
He was a member of the Neptune Society, which 
arranged his last rites and buried his body at 
sea. He was an especially nice man. He came to 
visit me a few months before his demise, reveal- 
ing his cancerous condition at that time, and I 
sensed that it was a farewell meeting. He came 
bearing precious gifts from the past, the set of 
78rpm records (3) comprising the album of film* 
usic for HGWells’ THINGS TO COME, which he 
had purchased when he was a boy of 18, and his 
own scrapbook of ads, reviews, etc., of the great 
scientifilm, which he had put together in his late 
teens. Like us, he had been genuinely interested 
in the wonderful world of fantasy. I had been 
surprised at his knowledgeability about super- 
natural things at one time when I was on a panel 
with him discussing THE EXORCIST but I 
hadn’t realized until the last months of his life 
the extent of his interest in the field of the fan- 
tastic. 

King Neptune had taken to his domain a Prince 
of Darkness whose true light of goodness shone 
thru his horror facade.

The English Lesson with The Blood Beast seems to have progressed (?) as far as “This is a knife.” (Martin Vamo’s 
Creature from Galaxy 19 in THE NIGHT OF THE BLOOD BEAST.) 


m ost movie fans are familiar with the 
scene that shows the first meeting between 
Earthmen and Marsmen, or people of other 
planets; and many and varied are the 
methods used to enable the 2 races to con- 
verse with each other. The commonest 
method is little short of cheating — for here 
the scripter supposes that Martians can at 
least speak, even if they do have tentacles 
and purple spots all over their bodies. Since 
the Martians have the right kind of ana- 
tomy for speaking, they also have their own 
language, and all the Earthmen have to do 
is leam it. 

There is nothing new in this method, of 
course. Every explorer who has happened 


upon a primitive tribe has used it. He 
thumps himself on the chest and says 
“Man" several times. The native cocks his 
head and then finally points to the explorer 
and repeats “Man.” TTie explorer nods and 
looks happy. Then he points to the native 
and tries to look as tho he is asking a ques- 
tion. The native replies with his own equiv- 
alent word for “Man.” From that beginning 
it is merely a matter of time and persistence 
before the 2 people can converse as well as 
they need. 

Now that is all very well for darkest 
Africa — or any other place where the na- 
tives have vocal chords. But Martians may 
not have these structures that seem to be 
essential to speech. (Of course, we are not

limiting this discussion to Martians — who 
probably do not exist anyway — but are 
considering any alien race.) They may not 
be like men at all. They may be like birds 
or lizards, or fish. Not only do these types 
of creatures not have vocal chords, but they 
may be deaf too. What happens in a case 
like that? 

Well, you could try mouthing the words 
and hope that the alien creatures would 
learn to lip-read by linking up the shape of 
your lips with the thing you are pointing to. 
But you probably would not get very far 
that way. It might be better to use a graphic 
means of communication — pictures & dia- 
grams. This assumes, naturally, that the 
alien can hold a writing or drawing instru- 


ment. 

Perhaps the first thing you would do is 
draw a simple map of the solar system, a 
set of circles representing the orbits of the 
planets with the Sun at the center. You 
point to yourself and to the 3d planet from 
the Sun. Then you point to the Martian and 
to the 4th planet from the Sun. If the Mar- 
tian has any sense worth speaking of, it will 
not be long before he sees what you are 
driving at. After that, the pair of you simply 
have to increase your “vocabularies” of pic- 
tures. 

If you had landed on Mars you could 
have drawn your pictures in the desert 
sand, and the Martian, if he were a lizard, 
could have used his tail to draw diagrams. 
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If you meet a Moon Man like this from Metal Luna it might be a 
wise precaution to have Robby the Robot along as an interpret- 
er. (From “The Wizard of Wuppertal”, starring Klaus Unbehaun.)

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And you would both be under a clear sky, 
in which case the Martian would be aware 
of the Sun and possibly of the planets. But 
if you had landed on a planet like Venus 
you might find that there is no land at all, 
that the planet is one enormous ocean, that 
the sky is always opaque with clouds, and 
that the creatures of the planet are fish. 
This is no place for drawing a picture of the 
Sun in sand! 

Perhaps you would go down in a diving 
suit — your spacesuit would probably do — 
and try to communicate with the goggle- 
eyed fish by gesturing at them. Ordinary 
fish might have difficulty talking back, but 
something like an octopus could wave its 
tentacles about. Still, perhaps this approach 
is too simple. 

Quite a number of fishes on Earth normal- 
ly “talk” to each other in a crude kind of 
way — for sound travels perfectly easily in 
water. Whales, for example, can be heard 
bellowing from miles away. So you might 
be able to use a sound language for the 
alien fish-men after all. Dr. Hans Hass did 
a roughly similar thing in the Red Sea not 
long ago. He played a record of the “Blue 
Danube” beneath the surface and the fish 
for miles around came and danced to it — 
in a fishy manner, of course, and not with 
ballroom technique! 

Now there is another method that au- 
thors sometimes use to get over the lan- 
guage problem, and that is telepathy — thot- 
reading and thot-sending. For a very long 
time hard-headed people laughed at the 
idea of telepathy, but strictly controlled 
scientific experiments are indicating that it 
really is possible. Professor C. D. Broad of 
Cambridge University, Prof. H. H. Price of 
Oxford University and the late Dr. C. E. M. 
Joad of London University have all stated 
their convictions that telepathy is “an ex- 
perimentally established fact.” 

But it’s being a fact does not make it very 
useful, and everyone concerned will readily 
admit that telepathy has not yet been 
brought under real control. Nobody can 
switch it on & off, as it were, and either 
speak or not speak. So, before we could 
communicate telepathically with alien crea- 
tures, we would have to find some way of 
making telepathy as easily controlled as 
ordinary speech. 

Even then, we come up against the diffi- 
culty that the thoughts of the aliens may

be of a different kind from those we have 
ourselves. It is hardly likely, for example, 
that dogs think in the same kind of way as 
we do; their world is not so much sight and 
sound as smell. If we want to get into tele- 
pathic communication with dog-like crea- 
tures, we will have to train ourselves in 
thinking concretely in terms of smell. 

Should the aliens be something like bats, 
we may have to do our thinking to, them in 
the form of mental sound images. For the 
bat senses the world as a pattern of echoes 
of the high squeaking noise it emits con- 
stantly when in flight. 

So much for telepathy. But there may be 
other ways in which aliens normally com- 
municate — ways which to us are quite 
meaningless or unobservable. They may 
talk at such a high pitch that we cannot 
hear what they are saying, let alone under- 
stand it. The human ear can pick up sounds 
that occur only in a fairly narrow range of 
pitch; sounds that are higher or lower do 
not register. Or the aliens might use some 
language that utilizes light. We could see 
it only if the light were of a wavelength 
within the normal visual band. If the aliens 
used infra-red or ultra-violet light, we 
should not be able to see what they were 
saying. 

You can see now, perhaps, that conversa- 
tion with aliens is not likely to be as simple 
as some movie makers would have us be- 
lieve. 

Professor Lancelot Hogben thinks that 
we should start looking into the question 
now by sending radio messages out into 
space in the hope that some intelligent race 
will pick them up and answer us. It is pos- 
sible that aliens are already trying to com- 
municate with us — the Northern Lights, the 
“radio stars,” and various cosmic noises 
may be messages from space. 

If they are, the aliens probably think that 
humans are too dumb to understand, for 
nobody is trying to decode them or answer 
them. And how could we try to answer? 
What kind of language should we use? Pro- 
fessor Hogben has devised a scheme for this 
purpose, based on numbers — which all in- 
telligent creatures should be able to under- 
stand. The language is known as Astra- 
glossa, which means “Star-Tongue.” 

Professor Hogben’s idea is that we should

set up a radio station that will continuously 
send out dot and dash pulses in the form 
1, 2, 3. A radio receiver would be constantly 
alert for a repetition of this signal, an indi- 
cation that a race in space had picked up 
the message and was sending it back as a 
sign that they understood. Then we modify 
our transmitter to send out the message: 
l-l-2-i-3=6, using groups of dots to repre- 
sent the plus and the double bar. In this 
way, the Professor thinks, could be built 
up quite a complicated system of communi- 
cation. The only drawback is that, even if 
the alien race were in the vicinity of Earth’s 
nearest star, we would have to wait eight 
years between sending out a message and 
getting an answer, for that is how long the 
radio wave would take to cover the double 
distance. Obviously, we are not going to get 
on speaking terms with star people very 
quickly! 

Then, of course, there is the question of 
speed of thinking. We all know some people 
who think much more quickly than average, 
and other people who think much more 
slowly than average. The rates are close 
enough together to make both intelligible, 
even if sometimes a little boring. But sup- 
pose a person tried to communicate with 
you by saying one word — or perhaps even 
one syllable — every day or every week. You 
probably would not realize that he is talking 
at all. You would think he is merely making 
noises! 

And there is no reason why some alien 
races may not be very slow or very rapid 
thinkers. Creatures who live on frozen 
planets might be sending u.s a radio message 
in the form of one da.sh a month Who is 
going to recognize the -sense in that? An 
alien who lives in a fiery inferno may have 
thought proces.ses that proceed with the 
speed of light. Hi.s radio message would be 
composed of words tumbling so closely one 
upon the other that they would be meaning- 
less to even the most alert listener. Similar- 
ly, our own messages, if sent out in the way 
envisaged by Profes.sor Hogben, might fall 
on sluggish or lightning-speed minds, and 
so be ignored. 

There seems to be little doubt about it — 
the only practicable way to get in touch 
with the races of other planets is to go there 
in person. And even then — well, you see 
what I mean!

& PLANTS SOME OPINIONS 

I really loved your 20th an- 
niversary issue! Perhaps, 
years from now we will be 
fortunate enough to see the 
50th anniversary issue. By 
that time. I will be getting old, 
and a whole new generation 
will be discovering Famous 
Monsters 

Recently I made 2 long 
lists, one for the films I love 
and one for those I hate. The 
"love" list includes Lugosi's 
DRACULA, CLOSE EN- 
COUNTERS and the 1933 
KING KONG. The "hate" 
lists includes THE FURY, 
WIZARDS and the 1977 


Tho several of Willis 
O'Brien's films were on the 
list of loved movies, none of 
Ray Harryhausen’s films 
were. It's not that they are 
bad, by any means. They are 
lots of fun to watch. But, to 
me, the films have little or no 
underlying theme and no 
strong meaning. Also, 
Harrynausen does his best 
job when restoring imaginary 
harpies & cyclops, for his "ar- 
tistic license" goes too far 
when he restores most of his 
prehistoric animals. 

Pterodactyls are a notable 
example. Ffarryhausen un- 
failingly reconstructs them 
with the wings of bats, which 
is a gross error. Tho some 
people may not care, this 
ruins the entire illusion of 
reality for me. It is defeating 
the whole purpose of the 
film. Jim Danforth's 
imaginary "Danosaur" in 
WHEN DINOSAURS RULED 
THE EARTH, with its very un- 
dinosaur-like sprawling 
posture, is not much better. 

Oddly, one of the very ear- 
liest dinosaur films, the 1925 
LOST WORLD, reached the 
height of realism in its depic- 
tion of extinct animals, and 
ever since, prehistoric films 
in general have declined in 
accuracy. Even giants like 
Danforth Harrynausen & 
David Allen have not lifted 
such films out of the 
"Juvenile" category to which 
they have been assigned. 

Personally, I would much 
rather see one of Marcel Del- 


gado's jerky, yet beautifully 
made dinosaurs, than a 
smoothly-animated "prehis- 
toric monster” which is not 
true to life. I wonder if other 
animation buffs in Famous 
Monsters' readership agree 
with me?
